She urges the educationists to combat 
this outside “threat’’ by putting more 
stress on “national tradition,” the in- 
eredient with which the dramatists also 
have now been told to spice their plays. 

At a recent meeting of the Writers’ 
and Artists’ Union, the party spokesmen 
complained of ‘‘modernist” authors who 
are refusing to write “national’’ plays 
about the “‘fez and the sword."’ 

Blamed for all this backsliding was 
the “harmful influence’’ of the “‘lost 
generation” in Western World literature.

NEW, DELHI—A film classi- 
fied by one of its makers as 
“a sad little footnote to the 
end of an empire” has been 
shown this week as an Indian 
entry at the Berlin Festival 
When it reaches Britain it will 
surely excite the emotions of 
those. who venerate Shake- 
speare on purely patriotic 
grounds. 


Called ‘‘Shakespearewalla,”’ 
the film tells the story of the 
last British company of stroll- 
ing players to go about India 
‘putting on the bard. It records 
a melancholy decline in their 
fortunes since India became 
free 


Its three prigcipal makers 
can- obviously have no deep 
tribal feeling about Shake- 
speare. The director is: an 
American, slim and uncom- 
monly silent, aged 37, called 
James Ivory. The producer is 
a Parsee of Muslim .origins- 
Ismail Merchant, aged 2%, 
with the vitality and chest de- 
velopment of a young tycoon. 


The script writer is Ruth 
.Prawer Jhabvala, a small 
‘and beautiful Jewess who is 
married to a Parsee architect, 
lives ih_Dethi_and speaks 
Hindi with a Scottish accent. 
Mrs.Jhabvala_ is a novelist 
who writes: quietly and with 
faintly acidulated. penetration 
about the Indian middle-class 
society to which she now be- 
longs.
